Uuzelton, I'u., t'cpt. 19,— The 'bird i^ny 
of the strike passed off as iiiiictly as the 
two preceding days. Beyond the occa- 
sional stoning of a mine worker going to 
or from his work, there lias been no dis- 
order. It was estimated that about 70 
per cent, of the mine worker o( this 
region to-day are out, which Is quite i>n 
increase over yeste.-day's figures. Ptiti- 
deiit Mitchell did '.ot issue a formal 
statement to-night, bee:' us:' ot his nb 
seiice from headiiuarlors. lie said, how 
ever, that from re; oils received !u 
ligurcd on more than li;tl,0(JO bein;; idle 
in the anthracite district, lie added that 
nu>^^t gratifying reports were received 
friiiii this and the Scuylkill districts. No 
iieu'otialiiHis for a settlement of the 
.uiikc arc yet in sight, nnd the situation 
in that respect is precisely the same as 
it was yesterday. 

The meeting this afternoon at .Jeiido 
of the employees of G. B. Markic & Co. 
who operate the Jeddo, Ebervalc, High 
land and Oukdttle collieries, proved to be 
probably the most remarkable gathe,A.ig 
of itij kind ever held in the aiithracitt 
region.

.N'uw Zculandcr Explains the Syetein in 
Vogue in That Colony. 

Wahliington, Sept. 10.— H! 'H. Lusk, 
formerly member of parliament' of New 
Zealand, was to-day before the indus- 
trial commission. lie explained the sys- 
tem of arbitration in New Zealand, 
whicli he said liail ,been satit<factory. 
This system wr.f? in tlie form of conipnl- 
fioi'y arbitration und it had had six ycare' 
trial. The fact that there was compul- 
sory arbitration there made botli em- 
ployees and employers very careful as to 
the justice of their cascK before they act- 
ed. In tlie.se courts of arbitration in 
-N'ew Zealand no lawyers nro allowed to 
:ippear. Labor organi^.ations in New 
Zealand are generally incorporated, and 
they had found no disadvantage in kucIi 
incorporation. The arbitration law haif 
lieen f.ivored by employees and fought 
liy einiiloyei'ii before it had been enaeted. 
L'l) to last year three-fifths of all liibni 
111 New Zealand was or;;anizcd. Prac- 
tically scales of wages there are made 
by labor organizations for the men ont- 
Bido unions ns well as tor those withifl 
them. The arbitration court of New Zea- 
land never fixes the maximum rate of 
wngcs; it simply fi.xcs the minimum rate 
of wages that can be paid. This system, 
he said, does nor hamper indn.stries, for 
the reason that in the si.x year» that it 
has been in operation the indufitrie^* have 
increiised one-third, an increase in old in- 
dustries and the springing up of new- 
ones.

the nurses by the visitiuj; medical stalf 
of the hospital. As this traceful act 
was performed tbeni through the 

afiency of this society, it deserven uui' 
grateful acknowledgment. 

"We have now to re-cinnmence our 
membership canvass and our sewing. 1 
believe that our income can be doubled 
if tile city is thoroughly canvassed, and 
I lioiie that we shall iiud friends kind 
enough to undertake this somewhat ouei^ 
ous task. The sewing alt^o is important. 
Our reserve Bloel;. not yet altogether 
complete, needs replenishing and sustain- 
ing. Miss Grady reports that she linds 
her estimate for annual supplies will not 
l)riive sullicient as regards some of the 
items comprised. This, of course, is 
a matter which we can ouly prove by 
experience, aud we shall know more ac- 
curately iu another .year the probable 
average of the demands npon us.

"Kar away from the capital I continually 
iiict with evideia-es of the frk>udshl|i fell 
(or Kngland by the Abyssltdaus. On Heveriil 
c.ccasloiis large numbers of Abysslulaiis 
nan bad been for years In cuptlvlty at 
Klnirlouui, and who had been released by 
tile fall of tbe dervish power, eume oni 
and salaamed to nie, simply becanse I be 
iongeil to tbe country whose troojis bad 
broii;.'lit about tbeIr deliverance. It Is liu 
I'ossilile, too, to overestimate llic clTcct 
Unit the liloodiess occupation of i'asboda 
I'as had upon tbe people. To luc personally 
Ilie -Vegus was most lilnd. He took great 
interest in my projected Journey, especially 
Hint I'art of It which referred to llic snow- 
covered aud renidte district of .Sanileii. IP' 
readily gave iiie every fjicility to travel 
and even to go to and ucross tbe Italian 
frontier. It was iMirreiilly reported ihai 
linnicdl.-itcly afterward the same peniiis 
sn.a wiiK pruniptly refused to tiie Kiissian 
repiCHematlve, who, with one of bis staff, 
wished to travel by tbe same route, aud 
that he was reminded of tbe fact tiuit lie 
could. easily leave via Jibuti. It is signl 
ticuut, too, to note that tbe Qrst mining 
concession In Abyssinia hag been granted 
to British subjects. 

"Armed with the necessary passports and 
with letters from tbe . .egus to the vurlou.^ 
Bovcrnors, I travelled for about throe 
weeks due north from tbe capital and a 
few days' march south of I.jikc Tsuna. 

"I subseiiuently made a circuit of Lako 
Tsaiia tbrougb a country at Urst devastat- 
ed by dervishes and later by robbers. It is 
n matter of gcogrupblcai Interest that the 
lilue .N'lle, which I crossed thirty miles oil 
on stepping stones. Is here a big river, 
divided from tbe body of tbe lake by » 
toiigiK' of land from tbe bead of wiiicb it 
rcriiriis ami leaves tin- Inkc a few miles 
further to tlie east, tiic river ilin.s fonnlag 
a complete circle round Its own source. 
From tlie north of I.ake Tsaiia I strnck Lo 
Ibc nortliwest and proceeded ni'arly as far 
as .Malanuna. lint bearing tliat llie liritlsli 
(■Itieer was not lliere III tlie time. I re- 
iracoil my steps In the ancient Abyssinian 
capital, (iondar.

111!' iiutliorlties, who refused me guides to 
proceed to Snnilon.

"In a few doys I reached the Italian 
frontier. wMcU has only Just been delimi- 
tated, the bonn'dory at that place being 
flxed at the Biter Mareb. 

••I found no large force either of Italians 
or Abysslnlans near the border, and the 
neutral strip along tiie frontier seems to 
be' the dumping ground for liands of rob- 
bers,' nnd Is accordingly hurried through by 
ciinivans. I met the first Italian officer at 
Adukala, and from irhat I heard I gath- 
ered that the Italians have spies all over 
Abysslnln. Certainly every one of my 
movemeuts had been duly reported. In 
Erytlirea I was treated with the greatest 
cordiality by the Italians, who are doing 
excellent work In their colony. The four 
days' march to Asmara, the capital, was

European fltate,. With the. departure of 
Krngijr from'tkc slidres" • Africa, the 
Inst yeetige of the Boer oligarchy will 
Yanfsh, and an era of equal rights will 
bo inaugurated. 

Biiller reports that the forces opposed 
to him consist chiefly of mercenaries and 
Oape Colony rebels. These people have 
no chiim to any consideration at ont 
li.auds, which is perhaps one reason why 
they contintie in the (ieUi.

r The suggestion has been made that the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund might bo sup- 
plemented by tlie federal government by 
a grant of an equal amount, and that af- 
ter provision lias IilH'U made for the im- 
mediate nectlH of any persouci liaving 
eiaims upon the Fund, the balance should 
be invested and the interest paid to all 
Canadian volunteers ^ho served in South

widow or children. There would be some 
details to be arranged ns to the relative

children; but it would not bo clilliciilt lo 
scitlo thetio upon an Ofiuitable basis.

the war hale and licarty, would not bo 
largo, but it would bo a pcnnanc-nt r 
cognition of tlio service rendered to liis 
country. As tlic recipients of tho pen- 
sion die the amount payable to them 
might bo added to the principal, and in 
this way a foiinilatinn could bo laid foi; 
a pon.sion fund for iiho on any future oc-

BRYAN i)N, FINANCE. 

Mr. ISryan, Democratic candidate for 
the presidency of the L'uited States, says 
in liiti letter of acceptance that ho stands 
for "'ail American sysloiii of finance tor 
tho American people." This is u good 
phr.-ise as far aa-sountl goes and may 
catch votes, but, like many other things 
that appeal to the car, it is unsound in 
principle. The United States can to ix 
certain extent have n .system of finance 
of its own. Every country has that. 
There Is nothing exactly rceembliug the 
British kysteih, the Canadian system, 
the present system in force in the United 
States, or in fact that prevailing in any 
oC'tbe leadinir countries of the world. 
They all differ in' details, and there is no 
standard by which they can bo measurwl 
so as to decide whicli of them comes the 
nearest to an ideal system. As has boon 
said of l^ltems ot.goyernnient, "What's 
best administered is best," ao tho system 
of finance which best meets the reiiui 
ments of any community is the best for 
that coniniuuity. If nations had no in- 
lercotirtie with each other, there would 
be no neqd for their several financial 
siystcms to have anything in common. 
Thus if Canadians bought nothing from' 
or sold nothing- to the United States, it 
would matter nothing In us wlietliei- the 
standard of value in that country was 
gold or turnips; but as long as there is 
an interchange of commodities, so long 
mu.st there be some r^tandard of value 
wliicli both are agreed upon. (Jtherwisi 
it v.oulil be impossible ever to conclude 
coniinereial transactions. What is true 
of these true countries is true of eum- 
Ifterce the world over. It is imperativ 
that there shall be some standard of 
value upon wliiidi there is international 
agreenii'iit, cither e.viprif^s or implied. 
Th<' Intti'r is junt .as good as the former. 

Tho function of money in commercial 
transactions is two-fold. It serves as a 
convenient medium of exchange in the 
minor ti-ansactions of life, and it enables 
balanres to br adjusteil. The greater 
part of the biisiii<\ss of the worlil is not 
carried on with money, but with eieditn. 
For the most part, wages and retail pur- 
chaHOH call for money — that is, either for 
coin or its equivalent — but in larger 
traiisavtlons money is tlie last thing that 
changes hands. It is only needed wIk'ii 
tilt 10 are no more credits to exchange, 
and the exchange of ereJita results from 
the exchange of commodities. Yet all 
tliese Iraatitictions, whether in cash, com- 
modities or credits, are carried on in 
terms of money. Everything is reduced 
to its money value. .-V certain number 
of siiperlicial feet t>l liinilier are sent to 
tho United States every year from Can- 
ada, and Canada ri'ceives in e.\cliange a 
certain number of bales of cotton. This 
is really what takes place, although the 
vendor of the lumber never sees the cot- 
ton, nor the vendor of the cotton the 
lumlier, nor has eitlier of them any direct 
coiiiiectiiin witli the other-. ICach of 
tliem individually transacts his business 
In terms of money; that is, he speaks of 
so mtiny dollars' worth; but sooner or 
later, when the banks come to balance 
liiclr transactions, the price of the lum- 
ber goes against the price of the cotton, 
which is practically the same as though 
one ccmimodity wore off-set against the 
other. Hence it is important to have 
some understanding, real or implied, as 
to what the vendors of tliese articles 
mean when they talk qf .a liollar. So too, 
when it comes to adjusting balances be- 
tween financial houses in Canada and the 
I.'iiited States, it is essential to know 
what is meant when a house in one conn- 
try agrees to pay tho house in another 
country a certain number of dollars. 

In nearly all the commercial world the 
law has established that a certain quan- 
tity of gold when coined shall bp called 
by a certain name. Value has nothing 
to do with the name. .\ certain number 
of sovereigns are worth a certain nnmbcr 
of .'i!20 gold pieces or a certain number of 
20-frane pieces, not because any law or 
agreement, international or otherwise, 
has declared that so many sovereigns, 
so many dollars and so m.any francs shall 
be equal, but because there is the same 
amount of gold of the same fineness in 
the several groups of coins. This is 
what the gold standard means, this and 
tlie legal provision tliat gold coins shall 
be tlie legal tender in extinguishment of 
delit. Some of the minor commercial 
nations have a silver standard, but their 
transactions are not large enough lo 
materially affect tho rest of the world. 

When Mr. Bryan talks about an Ameri- 
can system of linance for the American 
people, what ho means is that in the 
United States a dollar shall consist of 
either a certain weight of gold or a cer- 
tain weight of silver, .at llie option of the 
person paying it, si.\teen ounces of silver 
to be declared by law to be equal in 
value to an ounce of gold. There are no 
other articles of human use tho value of 
wliicli is fixed by law in terms of the 
other, and e.s the amount of these two 
metals avail.nblo depends upon the 
aninunt mineil, it followed th.at to atlemi)t 
to set up bimetallism in any single coun- 
try is an attempt on the part of that 
country to maintain an equilibrium in 
value between two articles over the sup- 
ply of which it has no control. It there 
were just sixteen times as much silver 
•as gold In the world, and the ahnnal out- 
put was at that ratio, IG to 1 wouM 
be easily enough maintained; but the 
supply of both metals lioing an uncertain 
quantity, it is obvious that any attempt 
to give one or the qth{;c.ij)f;thQm,;arValue 
in ti'tnis of the other Is certafii.to'.load to 
financial dislocation. It ought hero to 
bo inentioned that the amonnf' of silver 
in a United States dollar or' in the frac- 
tional currency of this or any other 
country has.no relation to its money 
value. We' take .a^.Canft.din,rio55p-cent 
piece for •half a doll Ar,"not;beoBiise there 
is half a dollar's worth of silver in it, 
liiit because the law says we shall do so.

It is still the custom to consider tho 
provinces nituated outside the eighteen 
forming tho kingdom of China proper ns 
colonics. Nominal tribute is still paid to 
the imperial cxcheqior by Korea, Thibet, 
Annani, Siam and Burmah. Even so re- 
cently as three or four years ago Nepaul 
sent an embassy to pay its quota of im- 
Iiorial tribute, and was tho guest of tho 
I'juiperor to the extent of certain acres 
of (Miuping-out ground and the daily dis- 
irihiitioii of rice during the course of a 
few weeks' stay round the walla of tii 
capital. 

In the vast plains of Eastern Mongolia 
the nomadic Mongolian tribes are ten 
ants at will of the Pekiii imperial au- 
thorities.

The Death of 

Joseph Wiisoo 

Junior Member of Ihe Firm of 
W. & J. Wilson Died 
Yesterday. 



Was One of the Leading Resi- 
dents of the City and 
Province.

In tho death of Joseph Wilson, which 
occurred at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, at his brother's residence, St. 
Charles street, British CoUimbia lost one 
of her most progressive and popular citi- 
zens. Although making his home in 
Victoria, Mr. Wilson was distinctly a 
British Columbian, his interest in every 
section being tho best testimony of his 
conUdence in tho future and patriotism 
to the country in which ho spent the 
greater number of his years. Coming 
hero in 18C1 from London, whore he had 
served a clerkship in a large silk ora- 
piroum, he entered business with his 
brother, William Wilson, who had ar- 
rived two years earlier, Their firsd 
stand was in a small building very near 
the premises which the firm has occupied 
for a great many yeans on Government 
street. But Messrs. Wilson did not de- 
vote themselves entirely to the clothi.ig 
business, their profits being invested in 
city and suburban property, wild laiKla 
and mines, all of which helped to build 
up tho large fortune wliich tho brothers 
controlled. At the present time thoy 
are among the largest provincial U\x- 
payers, owning con.siderable valuable 
agricultural land in the Ii'raser valley, 
and a large area of coal lands on Queen 
Charlotte Island. 

When ,l(x^eph Wilson came to Victoria 
lie was hut 2-1 years of age, having been 
born in Loniloii in IS-ltJ. Among the 
earlier residi^nts there were few more 
popular or better known men, and tie 
lui^'lil have been elected to any position, 
but preferred the quietude of private 
life. At social gatherings and at ttu?' 
clulis he was tlie life of a party, his chief 
.■liin in life sci'iningly being to m.-ike 
111 hers liapjiy. Ii'rieiiils once m.'uie were 
alwayri friends, his jovial anil kindly dis- 
imsiUoii drawin;; to him all with whom 
he came in contact. 

The only relativcM the deceased li.nd in 
\'i<ioria win-e bis liriitlier. William Wil- 
i; his ni'pliews, .losepli, William, Ti. 
1!.. and Charles Wilson, and liis 
iiieci', Mrs. Churcli. lie never married. 
His brother arrived in New York on 
Saturday from lOiirope, and Is expected 
home next Saturday. The funeral ar- 
rangements have been deferred until he 
is heard from, but quite likely the 
funeral will take place 6n Sunday. 

The cause of death wns heart disenso. 
-V year ago the decoaficd felt tho first 
effects of it, and after a serious illness 
went to California, wliere ho spent tlio 
winter. Ileturiiing in the s^irin;;, lie 
looked hale and hearty, and lus friends 
congratulated him on liis recovery. Dur- 
ing tlie summer, however, thfere was a 
recurrence of tho dread malady, and for 
some time past it has been recognized 
that death was near, although he him- 
self wns not aware of his precarious con- 
dition.

Account 



The Viceroy of Chlhll TeHs His 
Story «f the FIghtinis .Near 
Tien Tsin, 



Tells How " The ForelQo Devils 
Skulked to Their 
Dens." 



Up to the ,p»i6eiit the oaly uooounts o£ 
the recent HgUting iu the Orient hava 
lieen ^iven by .Che correeponidents .of tlje 
allied forces. Included ia Ihe aduices 
lirought by the JESmprese of India is jthq 
Chinese necouut. Yu Lu, thfi viceray .of 
•Chih-li, iu his T'^>ort o£ the lighting near 
Tieu Ts'm to llu; 'Chinese g4Mfernnieut, 
which is not without interest, 'B^ys in 
jjart: 

"Lo JuuK Icwiin had in the city and 
cuburbs 2,000 of the Wuwei army and 
iGen. Nieh'fi men; as Xhcrc were also 30,- 
.000 Bosers, -who .regard the dcetruotiuu 
of churches and the killing of foreiKuers 
11(3 !! patriotic duty, I called Ji meeting 
of tlieir leaders, and e_xi)laino(l to them 
the i>olicy of tlio govcrmiunit. All offer 
Ihcir servioLw freely, and their patri!>tisni 
fa nniuifest in their actioas. 

"On the iI2ud the foceigii troops .at- 
tacked our men in differont places, bnt 
we lu'ld our own at all points. Our forta 
aud dilTerout camps .shelled them, and the 
j>atriotic Boxeri atJsi.sted everywhere in 
the lightin},', which contin\ii?d till the 
(evening, when tie toreisn troops were 
beaten. Many foreign buildings were 
Irarned, 

"On the 23rd the foreigners attacked 
At sunrise, thinking their dens would be 
difficult to guard, so their fierceness wu!< 
much greater than before. Our troops, 
combined with those patriotic Boxers, 
fought eevck-ciy with them for a long 
while. They (the foreigners) were appar- 
ently unnble to hold out for any length of 
time, whereas our men fought bravely, 
and in the afternoon found the enemy un- 
willing to continue. Wo finally saw them 
ekulking hack to their dens. Ych sad 1 
woro of opinion that our afTairs luul gone 
wel) so far; it was vain to hope to ri'- 
*itore good relations, .so to augment tbo 
courage of onr own men we thought it 
Ix'tter to bombard the dens of the for- 
eign troops in order to dishearten them, 
after which wo planned to retake the 
foriti at T.iku. 

"We now tore up the railway line nt 
Oliingliancheng (half-way between Tieu 
Tsiii and Takii), and other places, and 
■we opened the water sluices and gates at 
Oliengchiakou (al>ove Tieu Tsin city 
let the water out of the Poi-ho, and thii.M, 
by lowering the depth, prevent the for- 
eigners going to Pekin by stream. We 
found that those foreign troops already 
set out for Pekin. Admiral Seymour's 
■fiolunin had been cut off by Boxers at 
Yang Tuun, eighteen miles from Tien 
Tsin, by the destruction of the line, and 
that they were sow trying to skulk baci' 
t"o Tien Tsin, so wo at once detached 
forces to cut thorn off. 

"Those are the victories wliich he hnvo 
won since the beginning of the trouble, 
and this is the true condition of the de 
.Icnces here." 

In ft supplement or postscrii>t llin E.x 
collency says: "I am doing my best to 
unite the army, and to manage alTairs 
properly, but as llu' foreigners have re- 
Jcelycd so great a gash, I api sure they

Chinatown Celebrates the Birth of the 
Famous Sage — liov.- tho Keforiners 
JJeard Bad >;ews. 

Yesterday <me-third of the human raac 
celebrated the birthday of the famous 
sage of Old China, who 2,J51 years ago 
yesterday was born to the Chinese race. 
Chinatown was diung with many-colore<l 
lautcrus and .j^ellow dragon flags, and 
its InhabltaotB ouade mei:ry''sviUi .feast 
and laughter to. celebrate .the .birthday 
of tho great .SDtse. ^uUy two-thirds of 
the people of the Chinese guarter are fol- 
lowers of .Gonfucins, .and everywhere 
were seen the pajier Jantcrns. Many who 
visited Chinatown last niglU .noticed 
Chinese characterB j)riuted on most of 
the lautern^ which illuminated the iiuar- 
ter. These, being translated, meant 
"Happiness," "Ollicinl KmpIoynuMit," 
"lA)ng Ijife," -"Wealth," and "Pleasure." 

Even over the verandah of the Iternriu 
Association, to which came the sad news 
in the mail by the 13n)j).ress of the death 
of the reformers at Hankow, the dragon 
Hag and lan-ternts hung. Itefojiners 
might die, but .the mourning must not 
interfere with the celebration of IJie 
birtlulay of the sage. There a l.irge 
Union .fack was also used to decorate 
for the au«ipicioi3n occafiion. 

In moKit of llio houses jind stores of 
the Cliinesi' quarter the evening was 
s|*-'nt in feasting, and that rythmic drink- 
ing clioi'iis was friMjuontiy heard. There 
were, though, a emull gathering who left 
tjie feasts and gathered iu the nail 'of 
the Ueform xtasociatiou to discuss the 
news from Hankow. 

One of the Chinexe lieform-Brs who 
discUKHeil the matter witli a Colonist rep- 
reseutiifive said that "blood must be let 
before China turned up." "IJefoniier 
may get kill, but they die do good work." 
Tot) much like wild men in China now. 
Liifonuer must .turn over everything— 
make open door, let build railways, make 
free ports, and let all man trade freo, he 
like. .Must make oi)en door let all innn 
go. all Mian come, alio same lOnglisli 
placi'. )S'[)oso Konio man got killed :'t 
llankow, all light, plenty more Lel'oiiner 
all leady go."

A BRETON VOLUNTEER. 

Frenchman "Who Was Disgusted at Hia 
Treatment by the BoetB. 

Writing from rar'iri, the corresponJcnt 
of the New York Times sayn; _ 

Some interesting letters are being ptib- 
lielicd here by Jean C;irrere, the only 
li^cncli journalist to whom linn 'beeii _j>or- 
mitted acocas to the scene of the British 
operations in the Transvaal. M. Car- 
rero is a Southerner, a typical Rlarseil- 
laifi with a good deal of the Tartarni 
and' of th-i troubadour in hie compositioii 
— iovoiiB, Fcntirncntal and good-humored 
— aiid his description of what he has seen 
is both vigorous and picturesque, thsiigli 
ua a corrDspondont he has no conception 
of news. Sent ont to write n glowing ac- 
count of British misdeeds and cruelty, he 
has been so well treated that he scet^ 
■>vervlhing "coulcur de roce. This ir- 
Titatos his French reader.^, who expected 
something quite different, hut M. Oar- 
vere, lilte every Meridional, is irrepressi- 
ble, and lii6 ivork, moreover, bears tho 
Htnmp ot truth. ... , ... , 

His last contribution is a description of 
a little Breton prisoner whom he met iii 
the Britisli ho.spital at Bloemfontein, and 
as tlie Frencli would say. "O'est n 
mourir de rire." The little Bretoii was 
named Paul Thierry, the son of a !• reiich 
oincer. and the nephew of Admiral Ue- 
veilliere. As he looked at liis nhahhy 
clothes "and apologized for them, a tear 
wolli d in his eve. it wtis in the month ot 
.Tanuarv that he left l'>aneo. llis fnm- 
ilv -v.-as tigain.st it. hut at last his father 
yielded. lie went to defend tlie weak 
i)eo|-le, soh-lv. becausi' an appeal was 
made to voiith. He was pent hy the X 
committee the organizer of whieli na- 
turallv stopped in Taris. The Fron<'h 
coiitiii'-'ent did not establish very good re- 
lations with the Boors. They were, 
Thierry admitted, somewhat mixed, -some 
of them being downright r.nscals. Tho 
OermiiTis were more numerons, bettor or- 
ganized, and better tecmited. Tliey got 
on well together, and this, said the litNo 
Breton, consoled them a little for the 
Boers. . , 

The Boers were not good to their al- 
lies, nnd ill-treated, them, gave thorn nntli- 
ing, not even 'food, abandoned them at 
every opportunity, loft them to light 
alone, nnd a.l>an(loned the sick. 

Thierrv himself foil ill, and took re- 
fuge in "a farm in the Free State. Ho 
was not well taken care of, and one 
morning, when the arrival of the Brltisn 
wart .signalled, the Bnors wont away and 
left him The farmers then made him 
get lip, and said that if he was found m 
their house they would bo compromi.scd, 
and literally turned him out of doorK. 
Ills strengih failed him. Ho wtis ex- 
hausted, and could not even carry his 
etiuipment. The Hritisli found him and 
took him, shivering with fever, to a lield 
ho.spital. and tlicn to Bloemfontein, 
where, thanks to good nursing, he recov- 
ered. 

The Boer pri.sonens at Bloemfontein 
found out where Thierry was. and es- 
caped one night with the intention of 
killing liim. They were furious with Lira 
hccaiise ho allowed his equipment to be 
taken; and that, the little Breton thought, 
beat anything for meanness. So thought 
M. Cnrrere, too, in his heart, but he im- 
proved the occasion by pointing out to 
»/ie Breton that the iJoers were escua- 
able beeatjse they were eiclt at losing 
their indejpendencc, and saw an enemy in 
every foreigner. The n&iihow of Admiral 
Reveillere had not even the price of a 
postage stamp about him, but good Col, 
Townsend -n-rote to his mother to say 
tlmt he wns safe and sound, Mrs. Guth- 
rie, tlie head iiur.se, thought that perhnpi 
he might be sent back to Europe, and so 
the little Breton would see Paris, which 
lie lins not yet seen, and Brittany nnd the 
l)iitornal roof. At wliieli exquisito pro.';- 
pect ho was so moved that he eniild not 
tiiid words in which to express his joy 

.V ciirioiirt story is contributed by ii 
other h'reiK'hinan. who managed to see 
the Boer i)risoaer3 at St. Helena. He 
says they are very well treated by tho 
native ■poptilatioii. and happier than they 
iiave evej- been since thoy were captur- 
ed. Some of tliem complain of getting 
too fat. They are allowed plenty of lih- 
erly, pla.v at various games, anil visit 
tlie tomb" of Xapoleon. One young pris 
oner wtiM shot, apparently by mistake, 
hy a acutry, whcr thoiiglit lie wanted to 
escape. Tlie coroner of tlie inland insist 
eil on lioldiiig an intiuest, and blamed the 
military autliorities for not having i.ssned 
])rcciw orders as to where the prisoners 
might go and where they might not go 
The incident exasperatod the prisoners 
for a few days, and they tlireatened to 
"do"' for the sentries. Cronje himselC 
■intervened, and declared that a murder 
had been Cftnmitted. He had a discus- 
sion iwilh ,t>bo military authorities, nnd 
absolutely triumphed over the arguments 
of his adversaries. So, at leaet, says tho 
Ii'rench correspondent. 

Cronje and his wife, his grandson, and 
llis sccretaTy live at Kent Cottage, wliicli 
is eoutninnded by the gun.s of High Knoll 
Fort, and they are gtiardi'd liy 
Cronje lives close to Plantation llousi', 



Governor and his family, and next to him 
aro the Dutch consul and the Protestant 
bishop. 'He ■is not allowed out on parole, 
but he may go to church, three miles 
from Deadwood Camp, accompanied, 
however, by a British. guard, nnd on ac- 
count ot .the distance ho is allowed 'to 
use a carriage. He 'is treated with great 
reiipect by the otlier prisoners, but the 
French correspoudeut has not yet man 
aged to tall: to bim, though once, he says, 
C&onjo looiced ait bim in a i>enetrating 
nnd su^Scioua sort .'of way. Crdnje is 
not the taciturn, siilky person he is usual- 
ly i^resented to be, but shouts •with dc^- 
light when he comes acroes a particular- 
ly beautiful bit of scenery. The prison- 
ers on parole have 'been helped by the 
inhabitants o<t St. Helena, and nearly all 
of them have obtained work.

Correspondent Says. American 
Officers Sanction Torture of 
\^ • , Filipinos. ^^^^-^-^fi^ 



Some Hprrlbis Forms of Cruelty 
Detailed by a Hongkong 
P,aper«. 



The Manila correspondent of the Hon 
kong Press sends the particulars to his 
paper of the torture ot Filipinos by Am 
ericias under sanction of their officers. 

The following is. pu^llshed'-'ia eome of 
the filce received by the tJiSipress of In 
dia: "From time to time rumors and 
stories of the torture of native prisoners 
by American officers have leaked out and 
started the rouatia gf.^ <}ffl«3jildom; but 
usually the matter le quickly huahed up 
and inquiries result in denials or laugh 
iug remarks of a man's ability to enjoy 
pipo-dreamB. Occasionally one runs 
acrots an enlisted man -who hiippenis to 
have been present when a torture was in- 
llicted, and who i.s quite -nMlling to talk 
about it, or perhaiie an indiscreet officer, 
in an unguarded mojiient, lets fall a few 
w-ords of the operation and boauts of how: 
he brought the 'hombre' to time. 

"It is a well known fact tbiit the Ma 
caliche scouts, and other native troops 
employed in the Aiueriean service, stop 
at little or nothin;; when they desire to 
extract information or accumulate a littlo 
loot. These men are olUcered by Amer- 
icans, who should be rewponsiblc for the 
conduct ot their men, but in more catJO.H 
tli:in ime would believe the outrages arc 
overlooked, or the men are allowed euch 
oiiportuniiies that lliey can pursue their 
own sweet will in the matter of prison- 
ers. \Vitli the .M«crtbebe^: the most popu- 
lar method of forcing unwilling prisoners 
to give inlormation or part with some of 
their money is the 'water cure.' 

"This ifi usually applied by tying the 
uiij^ortunalc native down ,und strapping a 
?un or stick across ,hl8 mouth; iu such a 
way that it is impossible to close it. Then 
water is steadily poured down the vic- 
tim's throat; he cnnuot help swallowing 
it, and if the operation is continued any 
length of time, the etomach becomes 
greatly distended, vomiting of a choking 
character follows and finally the lungs 
till up. Cases have been heard of where 
the unfortunate men have been drown- 
ed. Usually a moderate application 
.servcii to make a man willing to sweat 
lo anything that the torturers de>sire. I 
do not siiy that American officers stand 
around nnd ladle out the water or hold 
the native down, but these things go on 
in their conimaudw and they miirit be co; 
nizniit of thoin. 

"Another method employed is to hang 
men up by th.; neck until nearlj' stran_ 
led, anil then Jet them down and deniiiud 
thtit the victim tell the iocation of guns 
and ammunition, or of insurgent troops, 
or, iierhaps, uierery of money or food. 
The garrijion men of Sau Ctirlos tell 
(jueer talcs of an officer, now a brigadier 
general of Toluiitcers, who hung' up two 
men on the very scaffold that was built 
lor the execution of two murderers, 
which was to take place on the following 
(liiy. The etory runs that the two men, 
who wore supposed to know the location 
of arms, were cajitured. Call these men 
iadronc?, insurrectos, Chinamen, Fili- 
I'lluofi or anything you like. They both 
denied knowing anytbing about the nruit;; 
threats failed to move thotM. Finally the 
aiigiy oHicer, through an interpreter, told 
tlie pri>ioiiers that tlicy would be hanged 
if they did not inforiii on their country- 
men. They answered that if they gave 
any information they would be killed by 
their own people, so they might as well 
die at once. Accordingly one cf them 
wae etruug up with a rope over the scaf- 
fold. His companion Wcts placed so that 
be could see the execution. After a few 
seconds the man was taken down, but h* 
*till refused to speak. Up he was hoisted 
agtiiii, and kept there until he fainted, 
and was to all appearances dead when 
they laid him out on the ground. They 
Wore about to string np the other native, 
but believing his companion dead, he 
weakened and said he would guide the 
Americans to a pliico where guns were 
hidden. A few minutes later the other 
man recovered from his faint, and tho 
informer was almost scared to death at 
being discovered. This is the story freely 
told at San Carlos, 

"If these things have come before of 
licial notice in .\Ianila the public is not 
aware of it. Other cases could bo cited 
that occurred iu Pnnny and the Stilus. 

"On August 8 the 'General Orders' con- 
tained the reiwrt of the Brnndle court 
martial, which was held just beyond tin 
limits of Manila, at Camp Stolt^cnborg. 
(Jai)i. Brandle and Lieut. Perkins, both 
ot the 271 h U. S. Volunteers, were in 
command of the village of JIariquiiia, 
nciir the puni|)ing .station that supplie 
Manila with water. While out .scouting 
a sergeant of their command was killed; 
several iiativeo were caiitured with «om 
arms. Every effort w.as used to mak 
the prisoiierti fjiven information .-ibout the 
killing of the sergeant. Like .'iiiy other 
men posH(«sinn a grain of cominoiiseiise 
or (jl loyiilty to their people, whether they 
be guerillos or patriots (very likely they 
were of the band that killed the ser- 
geant), they refused to give any informa- 
tion lo their captiirerK. This apparently 
enraged the olUcers, who permitted, it 
not ordered, the natives to be hung up 
by their neclw. Capt. Brandle is charged 
wit'i torturing two natives who -win- 
prisoners under his custody and entitleil 
to his protection, nnd ot unlawfully, will 
fully and cruelly, commanding, directin;. 
and' causing the said t-\vo natives to la 
bung by the neck -with a rope for a period 
ot about ten secon<le, more or less, lliiii 
inflicting upon the said natives wounils 
causing great bodily pain. This wa 
iloiie in the presence of enlisted men and 
natives. 

'Miieut. Alvin Pcrliins is charged with 
the same offeneeti agtiinst six other na- 
tivcM at the same time on tlm sanu! day. 
To the charges mid till specifications 
both ollicers pleaded a sweeping 'Not 
guilty.' A general courtniartial, presided 
over by the colonel of the regiment, ti) 
which these ollicers belong, found Cajit. 
Hr.uulle and Lieut, I'erkins guilty, with 
certain exceptions, and deliberately HOii- 
teiu ..Hi tha ojlicers — to what'/ — to be re- 
primanded by the reviewing authority,"

Executed 



Kang Vu Wei Rebellion Nipped 
In Its Infancy at 
Hsnkow. 



Authorilles Discovered the Plot 
and the Leaders Were' 
Beheaded. 



The threatened reform movement in 
ijoiith Uliiua — to plan which many re- 
formers went a short time ago from this 
side' of the Pacific, some going from Vic- 
toria — has failed, in ut least one section, 
in its infancy, according to advices re- 
ceived by the Empress of India. The 
Hankow coiTcspoudenC of the North 
China Daily News writes: 

"The ultempted rising here proves to 
have been of a more sortous and regret- 
able character than was at first sup- 
posed. Altogether '2S heads have now 
fallen. The bulk of these men were 
strangers here, and had only been a week 
or two in the place. They profess to be 
disciples of Kuug i'u-wei, jiud memberii 
of the reform party. Moat of thetu wore 
evidently well brought up, well educated, 
intelligent men, whose energy, if directed 
into the proper chn<inels, would have 
been of the utmost value to China ut this 
juncture.. Besides these, ho}Vcver, there 
were a number of the ordinary cut- 
throat, secret societ; mcu — the Chinese 
edition of the anarchists who, having 
nothing to lose, look on disturbancce as 
a means of gain, or at least an opportu- 
nity of enjoying a period of license 
which makes it worth the risk. Whether 
there were two distinct parties engaged 
on the same scheme at the same time, or 
whether they were acting in harmony 
has not been made plain. There was 
this amount of differeiuc between them— 
the reformers professed a frieudlineiss tor 
foreigners and promised them protection, 
while the others intended to burn and 
kill iu tha foreign and nutive streets 
alike. 

"The plot was as foolish ns it was 
wicked. At it given signal the three 
cities were to hiive been (ired in about 
different places, all duly spccilied, and 
in the resulting confusion the yamciis 
were to be rtiided, the magistrates killed, 
and then the whole iilace would be at 
their mercy. Apareiitly they relied more 
on their power to create a scare than on 
their strength as ligluiug men. Further 
investigation has brougiit to light stores 
of iruiiipets, tiiiiforins and Hags, while 
but vcrj few Creariiis have bvcu dLscov- 
cred. IJad their plan really boeu to get 
fotiiid out, and lo provide the authorities 
w-itli an aluitidaiice of iiicriiniliatiug evi- 
dence, they eoulil baldly have gone about 
it in a belter way than they did. They 
rented hon.'^iv, where they lived together 
and stored their stuff. They got them- 
selves up ill a style admirably htted to 
attract attention, and came and went iu 
such a wity as to invite suspigiou. Fur- 
ther, they look no puin."} whatever to 
learn if their plot had been found out, 
and whim tho Urst house was raided by 
the authorities they never passed round 
the word, so that, although a whole night 
elapsed between the capture of the first 
batch and the last, all were alike taken 
by surprise. Then, in addition to pre- 
paring mauitcstoes declaring their re- 
bellious intentions in boi:h Chinese and 
English, they had also drawn up regis- 
ter.s with the names nn<i addresstu of 
inenibers, which no nttenipt was made 
to hide or destroy, and which, ot course, 
thu authorities havr? taken full advan- 
tage of. Several of the \ loeroy's own 
colk'ge are said to be implicated, iind 
certain English-speaking Chinese, wcll- 
know-ii to forejgiiers. For some ef Iheso 
rewards of 1,00() laels are offered, and 
no doubt they will he hunted down in 
time. Tha Kolao Uui men are not so 
eiisily caught, and, although they really 
must have formed the main body of the 
movi*iiicnt, not nuiny of them have been 
captured as yet. 

"It looks as if these would-be reform- 
ers biid really been playing at rebellion 
in ail amateur sort of a way, tiud had 
never realized what it all meant. Thei> 
plans iiiiil their professions contradict 
each other at every point. They tell us 
they inteniled to abolish the Jlancliu 
government, and at the same time to re- 
place II. M. Kiiaiig IIsii, the Mancliii, 
on the throne. They object to Boxers 
and lo the recent re-adionary edicts, ttnd 
yet plan lo attack and murder a viceroy 
who has opposed them as vigorously as 
he can. They are going to protect harm- 
less people and fill the land with happi- 
ness, and as a start propose to lay in 
ruins three great cities, 'where there are 
more than six-score thotisand persons 
that cannot discern between their right 
and and their left, and also much cattle.' 
They profess to be friendly to foreigners, 
and yet would lot loose on them hordes 
of cut-throats who would respect no one, 
jind whom they could never control. The 
whole affair is pitiable in tho extreme, 
and will lead not a few to re-construct 
their opinion of the reform party." 

Tho North China Daily News says: 
"T'lie evidence is clear and abundant 
that thet^e men are reformers, for here 
are the documents, both iu English and 
Chinese, which were found in the house 
after tho arrest was made. A manifesto 
was prepared by them, which was to be 
sent to various members of the com- 
munity. It is dated August 24, 1900, 
and evidently was to be issued nt tho 
time when tho rifiing was to take place. 
The first paragraph reads thus: 

" ' Ladies and Gentlemen, — We, the 
members of the China Independence 
Association, in view of the Boxer move- 
ment which has been clandestinely insti- 
gated and encouraged by Pa-ince Tnan, 
Yung Lu, Kang Yi, nnd the whole pack 
of bigoted senile re-acttonists, have now 



risen in arms, and do hereby inform you 
that we will ! no longer recognize the 
Manchu government as a political organ- 
ization fit to rule over China.' " 

"Amongst the conspirators arrested at 
Hankow," says the China Gazette, "was 
a .Tupauese named Kai (he is a retired 
mtijor), apparently about 25 years of age. 
He endeavored to evade arrest, and de- 
fended, himself vigorously with a sword. 
He (-wounded some soldiers, but was over- 
p.<iwer,ed and taken to Wuchang. He 
^yas suyrqadered the mine night on repre- 
sentations'jiQade by the Japanese consul. 
He himself iwnsl wounded and bore marks 
which suggested that.Jie had, been .torr 
tured in the Y'anncn,' in-.the,hope, 'of 'ex- 
tracting a confessiori from him." On 
search being made at the conspirator's 
house nothing but «ome cases' of cart- 
ridges for riUes and revolvers -were' 
found at first, but a closer examination 
resulted beforn noon la the discovery of 
a number of old pattern rifles and port- 
nmnteaux full of Japanese swords, and 
these were marched off in triumph. It 
would appear ns though the Japanese 
was employed by the conspiratom In the 
importation of the arms mentioned."
